My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

In  the  fulfilment  of  the  duty  imposed  on  me,  I  have  the 
honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Statistical  Returns  for  the  year 
1870,  with  the  following  prefatory  observations  : 

The  new  buildings  and  alterations,  in  progress  for  nearly  the 
last  two  years,  were  advanced  in  the  month  of  September  last  so 
far  as  to  allow  of  their  occupation,  thus  raising  the  accommodation 
of  the  Asylum  to  1,040  beds,  the  proposed  limit  of  its  extension. 

That  portion  of  the  Grangegorman  Penitentiary  occupied  by 
patients  as  an  auxiliary  asylum  has  ceased  to  be  so  from  the  above 
date,  and  an  arrangement,  necessary  for  a  time,  but  attended  by 
many  objectionable  circumstances,  has  thus  been  advantageously 
discontinued. 

It  has  not  been  without  some  inconvenience,  and  certain  draw¬ 
backs,  that  many  new  or  altered  portions  of  the  buildings  were 
occupied  before  their  interior  fittings  were  entirely  completed,  and 
it  was  only  as  the  lesser  of  two  evils  that  their  occupation  was  thus 
commenced. 

Some  of  those  interior  fittings  are  not  completed  even  yet,  whilst 
the  wainscotting  of  the  Female  Refectory,  the  enlargement  of  the 
Protestant  Church,  the  building  of  new  Farm  Offices,  the  raising  and 
widening  of  the  Tunnel,  and  some  other  works,  had  not  even  com¬ 
menced  at  the  close  of  the  year  1870.  Initiative  steps  for  a  general 
painting,  and  some  necessary  repairs  of  the  roof,  and  of  some  of  the 
nurses’  rooms  of  the  old  house,  have  also  been  only  taken.  Hence, 
the  systematic  organization  of  the  house  has  been,  and  is  still, 
materially  interfered  with,  and  will  be  so  until  all  works  of  build¬ 
ing,  alteration,  general  painting,  and  repair,  are  finished.  It  is 
only  one  practically  conversant  with  the  domestic  conduct  of  an 
asylum  who  can  fully  appreciate  the  injurious  effects,  and  the 
disorganizing  results,  that  arise  from  the  progress  of  an  extensive 
series  of  works  of  construction,  repair,  or  alteration,  in  a  lunatic 
asylum. 
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Our  system  of  education,  and  of  out-of-door  exercise,  games,  and 
employments  here,  on  which  the  well-being  and  efficient  treatment 
of  the  insane  so  largely  depend,  have  more  especially  been  inter¬ 
rupted,  or  interfered  with,  by  the  progress  of  the  works  referred  to. 
Under  those  circumstances,  I  feel  now,  as  I  did  last  year,  that  it 
might  lead  to  very  erroneous  conclusions  if  I  attempted  to  make 
such  analysis  or  observations  as  1  otherwise  should  wish  to  make 
in  reference  to  those  systems  as  they  have  been  carried  out  here. 
Still  less  could  I,  with  prudence,  speculate  on  what  are  likely  to  be 
the  results  when  all  the  arrangements  for  the  fuller  development 
of  our  educational  system  have  been  completed  and  tried  for  some 
time,  so  as  to  enable  me  to  speak  of  them,  not  speculatively,  but 
from  actual  experience.  At  the  end  of  the  current  year,  or  perhaps, 
still  better,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  succeeding,  I  hope  to  be  able 
to  give,  in  fuller  detail,  the  results  and  conclusions  fairly  deducible 
from  a  sufficiently  extended  experience,  with  more  enlarged  means 
and  appliances,  not  beset  by  any  such  damaging  circumstances  as 
those  I  have  referred  to. 

I  may  however  remark,  in  a  general  way,  that  the  good  effects 
of  systematic  education  on  the  insane,  even  under  the  many  inter¬ 
ruptions  and  disadvantages  to  which  it  has  been  exposed  here, 
owing  to  the  circumstances  I  have  stated,  in  the  past  two  years, 
have  been  unquestionable.  Every  individual  observer  who  has 
visited  our  Schools  has  been  strongly  impressed  with  their  value  as 
a  powerful  agent  in  promoting  tranquillity,  good  order,  self-control, 
content,  and  happiness.  I  beg  earnestly  to  invite  all  interested  in 
the  treatment  of  the  insane  to  come  and  judge  for  themselves  of 
our  Schools,  during  the  school  hours,  from  9.30  to  11,  and  from 
1 2  to  1  o'clock  each  day,  when  a  full  opportunity  will  be  afforded 
to  persons  visiting  with  the  object  stated — to  see  the  working  of 
the  system. 

The  entire  occupation  of  the  new  and  altered  portions  of  the 
buildings  has,  as  I  have  already  stated,  raised  the  accommodation 
to  1,040,  but  it  is  only  by  enumerating  every  available  bed  that 
this  figure  can  be  arrived  at.  The  increase  of  the  cubic  amount  of 
air  for  each  occupant  which  was  proposed,  and  is  most  desirable, 
cannot  be  carried  out  if  the  amount  of  accommodation  be  set 
down  at  the  above  figure.  Neither  can  a  certain  proportion  of  the 
space  allotted  for  hospital  accommodation  (unless  when  there  are 
suitable  cases  of  sickness  to  occupy  it)  be  kept  vacant,  as  it  would 
be  most  advantageous  that  it  should  be. 

I  think  it  would  be  preferable  that  the  accommodation  of  the 
Asylum  should  be  fixed  at  less  than  1,040,  than  that  either  of  the 
above  proposals  should  be  laid  aside.  To  leave  a  sufficient  margin 
for  those  purposes  it  may  be  necessary  to  limit  the  accommodation 
to  980,  or,  at  the  most,  to  1,000  beds.  With  this  limit  of  accom¬ 
modation,  and  to  meet  the  demands  for  admission  at  the  same  rate 
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as  may  be  expected  from  the  rate  of  admission  in  the  last  two 
years,  the  discharge  of  from  40  to  80  quiet  and  incurable  cases 
to  workhouses,  will,  I  fear,  be  necessary.  The  further  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  Asylum  is  a  measure  I  would  not  feel  justified  in 
recommending,  and  I  fear  that  the  system  of  placing  patients  to 
board  with  persons  outside  the  Asylum,  as  is  done  in  Belgium  and 
Scotland,  and,  I  believe,  in  some  places  in  England,  would  not  be 
legal  here,  though  I  consider  there  are  many  cases  that  could  be  so 
disposed  of  satisfactorily,  if  the  law  permitted.  Whilst,  therefore,  I 
consider  that  the  sending  of  lunatics  of  any  class  to  workhouses, 
under  existing  circumstances,  is  open  to  many  objections, 
yet,  when  it  is  a  question  between  having  recourse  to  such  a 
measure,  and  the  want  of  healthful  space  for  the  lunatics  in  this 
Asylum,  or  the  want  of  room  for  cases  requiring  asylum  treatment, 
either  as  a  curative  means,  or  for  the  due  protection  of  society,  I 
am  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  preferable  alternative  would  be  the 
placing  of  incurable  and  quiet  lunatics  in  workhouses.  Under  the 
circumstances,  as  stated,  of  this  Asylum,  this  is  a  measure  I  would 
recommend  to  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Board,  as  the  best 
practicable  means  to  increase  the  cubic  space  in  over-crowded 
rooms,  to  render  it  unnecessary  to  reckon  all  the  beds  in  the 
hospitals  as  available  for  the  ordinary  purposes  of  accommodation 
(two  important  improvements  proposed  to  be  carried  out  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  enlargement  of  the  Asylum,  by  new  buildings  or 
alterations  in  the  old),  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  leave  provision  for 
the  number  of  applications  for  admission  likely  to  arise  in  the 
current  year.  The  authorities  of  the  workhouses  may  object  to 
such  transmission,  especially  on  a  large  scale,  and  it  is  noteworthy 
that  in  the  North  Dublin  Workhouse,  which  heretofore  has 
been  the  most  accommodating  in  this  respect,  serious  objections 
have  latterly  been  raised,  as  I  have  been  told,  by  some  guardians 
to  a  continuance  of  such  a  system  of  transmission.  It  is  to  be 
hoped,  however,  that  judicious  management  will  overcome  all 
difficulties. 

The  admissions  in  the  last  year  have  been  425,  and  the  number 
under  treatment  1,324,  being  the  largest  number,  under  both 
heads,  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum. 

The  per-centage  of  deaths  was  per  cent,  on  the  total 

number  under  treatment ;  the  per-centage  of  recoveries  being 
44 406  per  cent,  on  the  total  admissions  in  the  year. 

The  number  discharged  from  all  causes  was  338,  or  46  less  than 
in  1869,  and  the  number  remaining  in  Asylum  on  the  last  day  of 
the  year  was  986,  or  87  more  than  at  the  close  of  the  year  1869. 

Having  in  my  last  yearly  Report  expressed  my  opinion  that  the 
30th  and  31st  Vic.,  cap.  118,  so  far  as  it  has  reference  to 
dangerous  lunatics,  has  been  most  beneficent  in  principle,  and  most 
beneficial  in  its  results,  it  gives  me  great  satisfaction  to  quote  from 
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the  address  of  the  Lord  Chancellor,  at  the  opening  of  the  current 
session  of  the  Social  and  Statistical  Society,  the  impressive  words 
in  which  this  eminent  authority  expressed  his  reprobation  of  the 
previous  state  of  the  law,  and  his  approval  of  this  Act  They  are 
as  follow: — 

“  In  the  year  1838,  an  English  statute  forbade  the  committal  of 
“  any  lunatic,  save  to  the  county  asylum,  or  some  hospital  duly 
“  licensed  for  the  reception  of  the  insane.  This  was  a  most  wise 
“ and  necessary  measure;  for  the  confinement  of  lunatics  with 
“  criminals  was  in  every  way  impolitic,  as  it  was  cruel.  It  made 
“  order  and  regularity  in  the  gaol  impossible,  increased  the  miseries 
“of  the  incurable,  and  took  from  those  who  were  not  so  the 
“  means  and  the  chance  of  recovery.  No  reasonable  person  could 
“  doubt  that  humanity  required  a  reform  of  the  vicious  system 
“  which  had  been  pronounced  by  a  Parliamentary  Committee, 
“  long  before  the  passing  of  the  statute  of  1838,  ‘destructive  of  all 
“  ‘possibility  of  the  recovery  of  the  insane,  and  of  the  security  and 
“  ‘comfort  of  the  other  prisoners/  The  mischief  lingered  long 
“amongst  us;  but  happily  it  has  been  taken  away  by  the  statute 
“30th  and  31st  Vic.,  cap.  118,  which  requires  that  dangerous 
“  lunatics  shall  be  sent  to  asylums.  The  change  has  been  most 
“satisfactory;  for  I  learn  from  the  judicial  statistics,  that  whilst 
“the  number  of  lunatics  detained  in  our  gaqls  was,  on  the  31st 
“  December,  1867,  331,  on  the  31st  December,  1868,  it  was  51, 
“and  on,the  31st  December,  1869,  only  5. 

“  That  Act  was  a  triumph  for  reason  and  humanity.” 

The  serious  pecuniary  loss  inflicted  on  the  tax-payers  of  the 
district  by  the  verdict  in  the  case  of  Crook  versus  Lalor,  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  has  directed  public  attention  largely  to  the 
defective  state  of  the  law  in  Ireland  as  regards  the  admission  and 
detention  of  lunatics  in  asylums,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a 
legislative  remedy  will  be  provided  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  consider  it  of  great  importance  that  the  existing  defects  of  the 
law  should  be  generally  and  clearly  understood,  especially  by  the 
Boards  of  Governors  and  other  authorities  connected  with  public 
asylums  in  Ireland,  and  I  know  of  no  means  more  likely  to 
promote  this  result,  than  the  publication,  with  this  Report,  of  a 
letter  received  by  me  from  Mr.  Bewley,  one  of  the  counsel  for  the 
defence  in  the  above  case.  With  this  view,  I  supply  the  following 
copy  of  Mr.  Bewley’s  letter: — 

“  20  Lower  Pembroke-street, 

“  January  1871. 

“  My  dear  Dr.  Lalor, 

“As  the  result  of  the  recent  action  against  you  in  the  Queen’s  Bench  may 
lead  to  a  number  of  other  actions  of  a  similar  nature,  I  wish  to  point  out  to  you, 
for  your  own  protection  and  guidance,  the  present  unsatisfactory  state  of  the 
law  in  Ireland  in  reference  to  the  custody  of  lunatics. 
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“  At  common  law — that  is,  by  the  unwritten  law  of  the  land — no  person  is 
justified  in  confining  a  lunatic  unless  his  insanity  is  of  such  a  character  as  to 
render  him  dangerous  either  to  himself  or  others.  No  matter  how  beneficial 
restraint  may  be  for  the  lunatic’s  own  mental  or  bodily  health,  any  person  who 
detains  him  against  his  will  has  no  legal  justification  for  his  conduct,  and  will 
be  liable  to  be  sued  in  an  action  of  false  imprisonment.  It  follows  from  this 
that  the  superintendents  of  public  lunatic  asylums,  and  the  proprietors  of 
private  lunatic  asylums,  will  not  be  justified  in  receiving  or  detaining  any  per¬ 
sons  who  are  not  dangerous  lunatics,  unless  some  justification  is  given  to  them 
by  the  statute  law. 

“  In  England  they  have  complete  protection,  if  they  comply  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Lunacy  Acts.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  8th  and  9th  Vic., 
cap.  100,  sec.  99,  the  proprietors  and  superintendents  of  a  licensed  house  or 
registered  hospital,  and  every  person  authorized  to  receive  a  lunatic  upon  an 
order,  may,  on  having  the  necessary  order  and  certificates,  take  and  detain  a 
lunatic,  and  in  actions  against  them  for  taking  or  confining  a  person  as  a 
lunatic,  the  party  complained  of  may  plead  such  order  and  certificates  in 
justification  of  such  taking  or  confinement.  In  other  words,  if  any  question  is 
raised  as  to  the  sanity  of  any  person  confined  in  a  public  or  private  asylum,  it 
is  not  incumbent  on  the  superintendent  or  proprietor  to  establish  that  the 
person  was  a  dangerous  lunatic  at  the  time  of  his  detention.  It  is  sufficient  for 
him  to  show  that  the  necessary  order  and  certificates  were  obtained  prior  to  the 
admission  of  the  lunatic,  and,  even  if  it  should  appear  that  the  patient  was  perfectly 
sane  at  the  time  of  his  admission  to  the  asylum,  the  order  and  certificates  will 
furnish  a  complete  answer  to  any  action  against  the  superintendent  or  pro¬ 
prietor,  if  the  latter  has  acted  with  bona  Jides. 

“Again,  the  8th  and  9th  Vic.,  cap.  126,  which  makes  provision  for  the 
treatment  of  pauper  lunatics  in  England,  provides,  by  its  48th  section,  that  the 
overseers  and  relieving  officers  of  any  parish  or  union  who  shall  have 
knowledge  that  any  person  chargeable  to  the  parish  is  deemed  to  be  a  lunatic, 
shall  proceed  to  obtain  the  order  and  certificates  prescribed  bv  that  section,  and 
if  it  is  certified  that  such  person  is  a  lunatic,  idiot,  or  insane  person,  or  a  person 
of  unsound  mind,  a  justice  shall,  by  an  order,  direct  such  person  to  be  received 
into  the  county  asylum,  and  such  lunatic  shall  be  received  and  confined  therein. 

“  By  the  9th  and  10th  Vic.,  cap.  84,  it  is  provided  that  pauper  lunatics  are 
not  to  be  confined  unless  there  is  a  medical  certificate  that  the  lunatic  is 
a  proper  person  to  be  confined;  but  these  Acts  authorize  the  confining  of  lunatics 
that  are  not  dangerous,  and  the  order  and  certificate  are  a  complete  protection 
to  the  superintendent  of  the  county  asylum. 

“The  law  in  Ireland  in  reference  to  the  foregoing  matters  is  on  a  very 
different  footing.  Although  it  is  necessary  that  before  the  admission  of  a 
patient  into  a  public  or  private  lunatic  asylum,  the  certificate  and  order  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Irish  Lunacy  Acts  should  be  procured,  these  orders  and  certificates 
afford  no  protection  whatever  to  the  superintendent  of  the  public  asylum,  or 
the  proprietor  of  the  private  asylum.  In  any  action  at  lav/,  or  proceeding  by 
habeas  corpus,  the  superintendent  or  proprietor  must  justify  the  detention  of 
the  lunatic  according  to  the  course  of  the  common  law,  that  is,  he  must  prove 
that  the  patient  was  a  dangerous  lunatic  at  the  time  of  his  admission  to  the 
asylum,  and  during  his  detention  there.  No  degree  of  imbecility  or  unsound¬ 
ness  of  mind  will  warrant  the  detention  of  a  patient  if  he  be  not  a  dangerous 
lunatic,  or  a  dangerous  idiot ;  and  the  law  on  this  subject  appears  to  me  to  be 
precisely  the  same  whether  the  patient  be  a  pauper  lunatic  detained  in  a 
district  asylum,  or  a  private  patient  in  a  private  asylum.  There  is  no 
provision  in  the  Irish  Lunacy  Acts  corresponding  with  the  99th  section  of  the 
8th  and  9th  Vic.,  cap.  100,  nor  do  the  Acts  relating  to  the  treatment  of  the 
lunatic  poor  in  Ireland  justify  the  detention  of  pauper  lunatics  who  are  not 
dangerous. 

“  1  wish  to  put  these  matters  Hearly  before  you,  because  some  persons  appear 
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to  be  under  the  erroneous  impression  that  the  recent  verdict  against  you  was 
caused  by  the  absence  of  a  second  medical  certificate  on  the  admission  of 
Crook  into  the  Richmond  Asylum.  It  is,  no  doubt,  true  that  the  49th  section 
of  the  5th  and  6th  Vic.,  cap.  123,  renders  it  necessary  that  a  certificate  should 
be  given  by  two  medical  men  prior  to  the  admission  into  any  district  asylum 
of  a  patient  whose  support  is  partially  paid  for,  but  the  want  of  the  certificate 
by  a  second  medical  practitioner  was  really  wholly  immaterial  in  the  action 
against  you.  The  Chief  Justice  veiy  properly  told  the  jury  that  the  sole 
question  for  their  consideration  was  whether  Crook  was  a  dangerous  lunatic  at 
the  time  he  was  in  the  asylum,  and  that  if  he  were  not  in  fact  dangerous, 
tiveizty  medical  certificates  would  afford  no  legal  justification  for  his  confinement. 

“As  the  absence  of  the  certificate  by  a  second  medical  man  would,  in  such 
cases,  render  you  liable  to  be  indicted  for  a  misdemeanour  in  not  complying 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  of  course  you  should  not  admit 
any  paying  patients  for  the  future  without  the  double  certificate.  However,  as  to 
all  the  inmates  of  your  asylum,  except  those  who  are  detained  by  order  of  the 
Lord  Lieutenant,  you  must  be  always  prepared  to  show  that  they  are  dangerous 
lunatics  in  case  any  question  is  raised  as  to  the  legality  of  their  detention.  As 
to  criminal  lunatics,  the  order  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  will  give  you  sufficient 
protection. 

“  I  need  hardly  tell  you  that  this  state  of  the  law  in  Ireland  is  most 
unsatisfactory,  and  that  every  exertion  should  be  made  by  those  who  are 
interested  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  lunatics  to  procure  an  assimilation  of  the 
law  here  to  that  in  England,  so  far,  at  least,  as  the  matters  I  have  referred  to 
are  concerned. 

“  It  is  hardly  unreasonable  to  ask  that  the  superintendents  of  public  asylums, 
and  the  proprietors  of  private  asylums  in  Ireland,  should  have  the  same 
protection  that  persons  in  a  similar  position  in  England  have  enjoyed  for  the 
last  twenty-five  years.

The  defective  state  of  the  law,  as  pointed  out  in  the  above  letter, 
appears  to  have  been  perceived  so  long  back  as  the  year  1859,  as  a 
Bill  was  then  introduced,  and  passed  through  some  of  its  stages 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  which,  in  a  great  measure,  assimi¬ 
lated  the  law  in  Ireland,  as  regards  the  admission  and  detention 
of  lunatics,  to  the  English  statutes  on  this  subject.  This  Bill 
also  improved  the  Irish  statutes  regarding  lunatics  in  other 
respects,  and  its  general  principles  appear  to  me  to  have 
possessed  many  merits.  It  was,  as  amended,  approved  of  by 
a  committee  containing  leading  members  of  the  two  great  political 
parties  of  the  state.  As  must  be,  in  all  human  measures,  it  was 
not  perfectly  suited  even  to  the  circumstances  of  the  time  when  it 
was  proposed,  and  the  altered  circumstances  or  increased 
knowledge  of  the  present  day  would  require  to  be  taken  into 
account  in  legislating  now  as  regards  lunatic  asylums.  But,  in 
some  of  its  important  principles,  and  in  the  fact  that  this  Bill  has 
received  the  sanction  of  both  of  the  great  parties  of  the  state,  it 
offers  great  advantages  as  a  basis,  at  least,  for  legislation. 
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If,  however,  there  should  be  any  difficulty  in  carrying  at  present 
a  general  legislative  measure  which  would  improve  and  codify  the 
numerous  existing  statutes  regarding  lunatics  in  Ireland,  it  is  to  be 
hoped,  at  least,  that  there  will  be  no  unavoidable  delay  in  applying 
a  legislative  remedy  to  the  very  great  and  practically  injurious  de¬ 
fects  in  the  law,  as  regards  the  admission  and  detention  of  lunatics, 
set  forth  in  Mr.  Bewley’s  letter. 

The  farm  profits  have  been  reduced  by  the  loss  of  four  cows, 
and  the  injury  done  to  the  turnip  crop  by  the  green  fly.  Three  of 
the  cows  died  from  distemper,  and  one  was  accidently  burned. 
The  value  of  the  four  cows  is  estimated  at  ^68,  and  the  injury 
done  to  our  turnip  crop  is  considered  to  have  been  about

Various  important  matters  reported  on  by  me  specially  to  the 
Governors,  at  their  ordinary  meetings,  do  not  require  to  be  again 
referred  to  in  this  Report. 

The  voluminous  tables  made  up  at  the  desire  of  the  Inspectors, 
with  a  few  others,  and  the  statistical  facts,  added  by  myself, 
which  follow,  will,  I  trust,  be  considered  to  supply  all  further 
necessary  information  as  to  the  working  of  this  Institution,  as  well, 
if  not  better,  than  could  be  effected  by  observations  in  other 
forms. 

The  average  attendance  of  patients  at  morning  and  evening 
prayers  in  the  year  1870  has  been  648;  and  398  Roman  Catholics, 
and  1 01  Protestants  have  attended  religious  service  on  Sundays 
and  holidays.  The  average  number  taking  medicine  has  been 
54;  on  medical  diet,  182;  not  taking  out-door  exercise,  75;  taking 
hot  baths,  29;  restless  at  night,  18;  wet  at  night,  73;  total  number 
of  shower  baths,  208. 

The  expenditure  of  the  Asylum  has  been  less,  by  seven  shillings 
per  head,  than  in  1869,  and  on  the  whole,  considering  the 
exceptional  and  disadvantageous  circumstances  of  the  Institution 
during  the  last  year,  owing  to  the  causes  already  stated,  I  think  its 
condition  has  been  satisfactory.  I  feel  bound  to  offer  my  thank¬ 
ful  acknowledgments  to  the  Governors,  the  Inspectors,  and  the 
several  officers  of  the  Institution,  to  whom,  much  more  than  to  me, 
this  result  is  due.  The  Attendants  also  are  entitled  to  my  testimony 
as  to  their  general  efficiency.  If  I  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  find 
fault  with  any  in  the  past  year,  I  would  now  ask  for  them  that  in¬ 
dulgence  to  which  I  think  the  exceptional  and  trying  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  the  past  year,  give  them  a  claim,  and  I  would  ask 
for  myself  the  same  favor. 

The  new  rules  have  imposed  on  me  some  additional  duties, 
which  I  shall  endeavour  faithfully  to  meet,  with  the  more  hope¬ 
fulness  that  the  appointment  of  a  well-qualified  assistant,  will  afford 
me  in  future  years,  as  it  has  during  the  latter  portion  of  the  past 
year,  that  aid  which  I  heretofore  so  much  wanted.  With  this  aid, 


skilfully  and  zealously  afforded  to  me,  as  it  has  been  by  Dr.  Leney, 
and  with  the  completion  of  all  structural  works,  and  the  consequent 
withdrawal  of  the  disturbing  influences  connected  therewith,  which 
rendered  the  superintendence  of  this  Institution  a  work  of  especial 
difficulty  in  the  past  and  other  previous  years,  I  feel  a  strong- 
hope  that  in  a  year  or  two  this  Asylum  may  reflect  honor  on  the 
large  and  important  district  to  which  it  is  intended  to  supply  pro¬ 
vision  for  the  treatment,  care,  and  cure  of  one  of  the  greatest 
afflictions  of  humanity.
